for American trad** iii Persia were

unlimited. 
He 
remarked 


that a nything American was popu­ 
lar iii Persia, and that nearly all 
ihe m erchants of that 
city 
had 
com e to him asking about American 
cotton goods, clothes 
and 
shoes. 
The country w a s practically in a 
stilt** of siege, he added, with three 
armies within its 
borders 
devas­ 
tating and dent roving. 
It was al­ 
most impossible to buy foodstuffs, 
and he found great suffering among 
t he poor . 
“The Persians are very anxious 
to get American goods,” he said, 
“and anything that has the Ameri­ 
can trademark 
on 
it 
is 
popular. 
Nearly all tile big m erchants in Te­ 
heran have com e to me at some 
time or other, and have begged me 
to find s o m e wa.v in which to get 
American goods into the country. 
One reason wily they are so anx­ 
ious to buy from us is that during 
the hist few years we have been 
building up a reputation for lair 
dealing in our foreign trjide rela­ 
tions. 
The Persians feel that the 
English, French and German mer­ 
chants who have been selling to 
them ;it exorbitant 
prices 
have 
taken advantage of their situation. 
“ You see. Persia is prjietically cut 
off from the rest of the world, with 
three arm ies within 
her 
borders. 
She has been the Belgium, the cock­ 
pit of Asia, since the days of lier 
great kings 2,OOO years ago. 
Now 
the Russian arm ies in the north, 
and the British and Turkish armies 
in the west and south are fighting 
on her territory, and have wasted 
and burned as they went.
